CANNED GOODS GOOD FOOD.

Prof. Prescott Says They Are Both
Wholesome And Bafe.

The answer to this
In,"In general, no’ An entirely un-
warrutited  prejudice  aghinst canned
foods pxisty In some quarters, fos-
tered, no doubt, by extravagnnt news-
paptr statements In cases  of liness
where the cause I8 not ut once ap-
parent, and “ptomaine polsoning
from conned goods™ I8 sagely wsuyg-
gested am a means of concenling
Ignorunce of the renl cnuse. A8 o
mutter of facl, canned goods, f
properly prepared, are among the
mosl wholesome and safe foods, be-
cause they are generally prepared
from fresh, or nt least undecomposed

by efMiclent sterllization. This In-
sures that no further change can
take place unless  micro-organisms
gnln access In some way., It oc-
caslonnlly happent that  sterilization
Is not complete, and in this cnse the
materinl In the can may spoll. The
same: results may be produced If the
cans happen to be  leaky. But the
consumer mny generally uvold
trouble from both these sources by
careful Inspection of the cans, Gnues
are nlmost alwayvs disengaged In feor-
mentation, and especially In. putre-
fuctive provesses, These gases cause
digtension or “swelling” of the cans;
the ends become convex or  bulged,
where they should be concave or
hollow, It should be the Invariable
rule of the housekeper never Lo ac-
cept 4 ¢an which In swelled; the con-
enivity of sldes or ends I8 the out-
ward sign of n good can. On the
other hand, It I8 not to be sup-
posed that the contents of a can, after
opening, will keep Indefinitely, or are
proof agalnst the attncks of putre-
tactive bLacteria simply because they
have hitherto ben sterillzed or pre-
